ARRIVES AT HAITI 


Crowds Greet American 
Party in Orderly 
Fashion. 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti, Feb. 
28.—(/)—-Members of President Hoo- 
ver’'s Haitian commission, appointed 
to investigate conditions in Haiti and 
to make recommendations as to he | 
future of American policy in the 
island republic, arrived at the capital 
today and were greeted by an orderly 
popular demonstration. 

As the members of the commission 
drove to the American legation, a 
crowd of more than 5,000 Haitians 
followed them carrying banners read- 
ing “we want legislative elections 
and “no more high commissioners.’ 

The Haitian colors were nian 
everywhere on houses and on automo- 

iles, 

The commissioners, after issuing a 
statement saying that they would hold 
open sessions every day except Sun- 
day, went to call on Brigadier General 
John H. Russell, high commissioner 
in Haiti, and then on President | 
Borno, 

All the demonstrations were order- 
ly, though a number of persons Were 
injured and 13 arrests were made aft- 
er a fight outside the council of state 
building last night. A big crowd came 
down to the pier to see the commis- 
sioners come ashore. Haitian guards 
held the people back. 

The statement issued by the com- 
mission invited all Haitian citizens 
to attend the open .sessions at the 
Hotel Excelswr. 

It added that “the offices of the 
commission will be open daily from 
9 to 5 o'clock for receiving informa- 
tion and making appointments with 
those who care to appear in person 
before the commission. It is the desire 
of the commission that all elements 
of the Haitian people be heard freely 
and frankly. 

“Citizens who for any reason de- 
sire a private interview will be wel- 
come and their communication will 
be treated as confidential. The com- 
mission will pursue the same course 
of hearing and interviews at other 
points in the republic. The purpose 
of the mission is to gather as com- 
pletely as humanly possible all the 
facts concerning the situation.” 


SEED PRICE. PROBE 
WITNESSES LISTED 


WASHINGTON, -Feb. 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In an official statement is- 
sued by the federal trade commission 
today it was announced that pros- 
pective witnesses in the. fortheom- 
ing investigation of cottonseed prices 
are now being interviewed. 

The statement is as follows: 

“Prospective witnesses to appear 
in public hearings in the federal trade 
commission’s investigation of cotton- 
sced prices are now being interviewed 
by commission examiners, it is made 
known in the commission’s first re- 
port of progress to be sent to the 
senate since the investigation was 
undertaken last fall in compliance with 
two senate resolutions introduced by 
Senator Heflin, of Alabama. 

“Witnesses will be selected from 
among a large number of persons 
connected with various phases of the 
industry. No estimate of a time for 
beginning the hearings can be made 
until the commission completes a 
comprehensive preliminary investiga- 
tion of the operations of the industry 
in the last two or three seasons. 

“Examiners are now interviewing 
persons who have complained to the 
government regarding practices of 
cottonseed erushers and are obtain- 
ing data from the files of cottonseed 
erusher establishments. 

“Preliminary inquiry is preatically 
completed in Alabama, Georgia, Mis- 
sissippi, and about 90 per cent com- 
pleted in Texas, while limited pre- 
liminary surveys have been made in 
the Carolinas, Tennessee and Louisi- 
ana. The next will be in Arkansas 
and Oklahoma. 

“The examiners are visiting farm- 
ers, farm organizations, ginners, gin 
organizations, independent buyers of 
seed, gin and mill machinery manu- 
facturers, salesmen, managers and 
employes of cottonseed crushing mills, 
cottonseed crusher associations, re- 
finers, purchasers o: crude oil and 
purchasers of cottonseed products.”

‘Temperance Lecturer Re- 


_ plies to Newspaperman’s 
Statement on Liquor 


Conditions in State. 


ATHENS, Ga., Feb. 28.—*"Georgia 
is a wet state in practice, if not po- 
litically,” asserts Walter Liggett, 
newspaperman and special writer for 
Plain Talk, *‘monthly magazine, who is 
here this week to learn what Athens 
thinks about prohibition, as well as 
how its citizens actually observe the 
law. 

As a result of Mr. Liggett’s state- 
ment, a local controversy over prohi- 
bition which has statewide aspects 
has developed. 

Mr. Liggett, who recently testified 
‘before the house judiciary’ commit- 
‘tee, predicted repeal of the 18th 
‘amendment or modification within the 
next 10 years. Liggett has been here 
four days investigating Athens’ atti- 
tude toward prohibition. 

Mrs. Mary Harris Armor, national- 
ly known temperance lecturer and ar- 
dent dry, replied to Liggett and 
others who claim that prohibition has 
failed in an address here tonight, and 
a statement was also issued in the 
daily press by Dr. N. G. Slaughter, 
Athens, chairman of the Georgia 
Methodist laymen, to the Methodist 
church congress this year, im which he 
challenged Liggett to show on what 
grounds he bases his contention that 
the state is wet in practice. Liggett 
was in Macon before he came here. 

Mr. Liggett is devoting most of his 
‘attention to a study of actual condi- 
'tions existing in communities such as 
‘Athens. He is out to learn whether 
|prohibition is- really prohibiting the 
‘sale of whisky and whether public 
‘leaders and officials are still confi- 
dent the law can be enforced. His 
article on Athens and this section 
will be published in Plain Talk on 
April 10. ie 
| Mr. Liggett said that probibition 
'will unquestionably be one of — the 
| principal issues, if not the outstand- 
‘ing issue, in the 1932 presidential

election. He predicted the nomina- 
tion of Governor Franklin D. Roose- 
'velt by the-»democratic party in 1932 
‘and expressed the opinion that Sena- 
tor Burton K. Wheeler, of Montana, 
would be an ideal selection for the 
‘vice presidential nomination.

PASSES AT CORDELE 


Apoplexy Stroke Is Fatal to 
Prominent Georgia 


Publisher. 


CORDELE, Ga., Feb. 28.—()— 
Charles E. Brown, for more than 15 
years editor and publisher of The 
Cordele Dispatch, died today at his 
home following a stroke of apoplexy 


late Thursday :fternoo while he sat 
at his desk in The Dispatch office. 
He was 51 years old. Mr. Brown was 
carried from .the office to his home 
and never regained consciousness. 

Mr. Brown was a native of Crisp 
county and attended college at Mer- 
cer University. In politics he was a 
democrat and in 1920 was a delegate 
to the democratic national convention 
at San Francisco. He also attended 
the 1924 convention as a delegate. 
He was secretary of the Georgia dele- 
ation at the Houston democratie con- 
vention in 1928 when Alfred E. Smith 
was nominated for the presidency, but 
did not support the New Yorker in 
the political campaign. Instead he 
waged a vigorous fight for the election 
of President Hoover and was ap- 
pointed one of the republican electors 
on the Hoover-democrat platform. 

Mr. Brown was a member of the 
staff of both Governor Clifford M.

was a deacon in the First Baptist 
church here and a former president of 
the Cordele Kiwanis Club and active 
in other civic organizations. He is 
survived by his: widow, two daughters, 
Allene and Marion Brown, of Cordele, 
and two sons, Charles FE. Brown. Jr., 
and Harold Brown, also of Cordele.

| fessor of botany, University of Geor- 


gia, and George Crisfield, a collabo- 
rator, it was learned today. The in- 


sect is known as tire bracon mellitor. 


The economic importance of fhe 
bracon mellitor, which is a small wasp, 
is that it may prove to he the best 
means of fighting the boll weevil, a 
fact substantiated by Dr. Miller’s ex- 
periments. if 

The wasp does its friendly work for 
the cotton farmer by boring into the 
holes in the young boll or square of 
the cotton where the female weeyil 
has deposited her eggs; it lays its own 
eggs in this hole on top of ’ 
the mother weevil, and the larvae 
vours the young larvae of the weevil, 
without any injury whatever to the 
growing boll, according to Dr. Miller.

Report ’29 Earnings 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—()— 
Earnings of public utility companies 
for 1929, both gross and net, were 
reported today by the commerce de- 
partment as the largest on record. 

The 95 corporations operating gas, 
electric light, heat, power and water 
and traction services for about 90 per 
cent of the country’s population had 
gross receipts last year of $2,308,- 
750,000, which compared with $2,229.- 

in 1928, the prerious high 
receipts.

showing a greater relative increase 
than that displayed by gross receipts. 

Business of public service enter- 
prises showed an uninterrupted in- 
crease throughout the year, the report 
also indicated.

Gross 
receipts were listed at $193,252.03 
with a net “gate” of $161,716.03. 

SHARES. 

Sharkey’s share on a basis of 25 
per cent of the receipts was $40,- 
429.75, with Scott’s 20 per cent ag- 
gregating $32,243. The preliminaries 
cost the Garden $52,000 and the ren- 
tal of the park on a percentage basis 
reached $12,500, making the total 
expenses exclusive of other promo- 
tional disbursements $137,172.

Summarizing its presentments, the grand jury made public Sat- 
urday night the following highlights of its investigation: 

Declares that the retention of Walter Taylor, as city clerk will 
be a violation of the trust reposed in the general council. 

Recommends that the duties of the city registrar be transferred 
to the tax assessor’s office. 

States the sooner the school department gets rid of Business 
Manager R. R. Richie the better off the city will be. 

Flays the general system of elections, both regular and primary, 
and declares that a modern pure city election law should be passed. 

Charges that Attorney Paul Carpenter, now a member of the 
council, has been in collusion with City Clerk Taylor in the past 
in handling matters for which large fees have been charged. 

Declares that practically all businessmen and contractors and 
dealers in Atlanta either hesitate, or refuse, to seek business from 
Atlanta because of the condition of graft that exists. 

Declares its faith in a number of clean, honest men in the 
city government, but says they have been dominated by a clique 
of scheming politicians who have been in power.

“Pay-Off” Man Charged. 

Declares there is a secret channel by which City Clerk Taylor 
is being given large contributions and charges that he is the “‘pay- 
off’ man, making the statement that this grand jury did not have 
time to go sufficiently into the matter, recommends that the incom- 
ing grand jury fdllow this through. 

Exposes many “loans and gifts” made to city officials, citing 
concrete instances. 

Goes deeply into the matter of the purchase of automobile tires, 
and other supplies, bought through the city purchasing department, 
declaring that one concern is the favored house because of the con- 
nection of the purchasing agent’s son with that company. 

Suggests that the incoming grand jury should look into the mat- 
ter of elaborate dinners, and other excesses, practiced at the Grady 
hospital. 

Reiterates its stand on the illegality of the purchase of the John 
A. White park and the Chosewood park, stating that there is no 
need for these parks; that the prices for them were excessive, and 
recommends that no more mony be spent by the city for them, 
or on them. 

Brings strong criticism upon Councilman Chosewood, declaring 
that he has*made use of much city material, and has been granted 
many favors which, even if paid for, should not have been allowed, 
and returns an indictment against him. 

Severely condemns the practice of the construction department, 
or any other department, using city materials, and Securing its 
meats from the city for holding barbecues, and other political 
“now-wows.” 

States that much complaint has come before the grand fury 
about the laying of sewers and the paving of streets under the baby 
bond plan, declaring that specifications have not been lived up to, 
and recommends that the incoming grand jury go thoroughly into 
these matters. 

Keep Sutton on Job. 

Goes deeply into the matters touching the school. board, and 
declares that wanton waste and extravagance has characterized the 
work of this board under the direction of Business Manager Richie, 
and Superintendent of Schools Sutton. Not only states that Mr. 
Richie should be dropped from the system but declared that Pro- 
fessor Sutton should be required to “stay on the job,” and that 
through him and the board of education, this department should 
operate within its apportionment from the city council, believing 
that the budget is sufficient to give to Atlanta a good school 
system. 

Declares its faith in the personnel of the bond commission, but 
suggests that if. its members could have heard, as the grand jury 
has heard for two months, the extravagance and the waste prao 
ticed in the construction of schools, and other contract work, 
that the members doubt the accuracy of its own statement that 
“every penny was wisely accounted for.” It recommends that the 
incoming grand jury continue further, and more completely in- 
vestigate into school matters. 

Concludes with the statement that the people must be aroused 
and made to see their duty in purging the city of graft and that after 
all the ballot box is the place to remedy many of the sins and 


evils to which Atlanta has fallen heir.

Murmurs Against Monarchy 
Cause Tightening of 
Censorship. 


MADRID, March 1.—(#)—After 
the downfall of one dictatorship only 
a few weeks ago, Spain today re- 
turned to virtually the same form of 
government. 

The government of Premier Damaso 
Berenguer, which promised at first 
to be a new broom sweeping clean aft- 
er the De Rivera dictatorship, has 
witlin the past two days gone back 
to the rigid censorship and restraint 
of free political assembiy and pub- 


lie expression that characterized the 
regime of Primo De Rivera. 

This was an eventuality prophesied 
by De Rivera on leaving office. He 
said then that Spain could not now 
be governed without a dictatorship. 

Elections Postponed. 

Premier Berenguer, after changing 
many of the acts and statutes of his 
predecessor, apparently has recognized 
the aptness of this idea in present 
conditions. Disorders and open cen- 
sure of King Alfonso, intensified and 
overt since the speech of 
Premier Sanchez Guerra repudiating 
the leadership of his majesty, have 
obliged him to make the change. 

A council of ministers last night 
decided indefinitely to ,postpone the 
local and general elections through- 
out Spain. All pending political 
meetings here were suspended, and the 
threat of martial law hangs over the 
unruly. 


ticians of other groups have rallied 
to the support of the king. 

Senor Calvo Sotello, finance minis- 
ter under Primo De Rivera, in a 
newspaper article today declared that 
responsibility for the acts.of the gov- 
ernment during the De Rivera regime 
{should be placed squarely on_ the 
shoulders of the fallen dictator and 
of the members of his, cabinet and 
that the king must be cleared of any 
responsibility for them. 

King Alfonso, meanwhile, is keep- 
ing in close personal touch with all 
developments in the general political 
situation. He has daily conferences 
with Premier Berenguer and received 
reports from army leaders. 

Sanchez Guerra Unmolested. 

These have assured him that the 
government is firmly determined to 
defend the monarchy and to check any 
republican movement. More than a 
dozen arrests have been made in Mad- 
rid in connection with the demonstra- 
tions against the menarchy that fol- 
lowed Sanchez Guerra’s speech Thurs- 
day night. Some students who shout- 
ed “Death to the king! Long live the 
republic,” after the ‘ormer liberal 
premier’s meetitng are believed to be 
among the prigoners and it is said 
they have been charged with treason 
to the crown. 

Though Sanchez Guerra’s 
was the particular cause of the gov- 
ernment’s sudden show of the iron 
hand Sanchez Guerra himself has not 
been molested. The secret police, 
however, are keeping watch upon him, 
and as many others suspected of or 
known to have republican leanings. 

Premier Berenguer, in addition to 
tightening up on the screws on the 
domestic press, has ordered a closer 
watch kept on outgoing foreign dis- 
patches.”

Fluid for Treatment of Cer- 
tain Feminine Ills To Be 


Introduced. 


TORONTO, March 1.—(By the Ca- 
nadian Press.)—Placental crystalline 
extract, the discovery of which was re- 
cently announced to the world by Dr. 
J. B. Collip, of McGill University, 
Montreal, will be made available to 
physicians immediately under certain 
specific conditions for treatment of 
women afflicted with certain func- 
tional disorders. 

Dr. Collip made this announcement 
in a speech last night before a gath- 
ering of medical men, _bio-chemists, 
chemists and research workers. 

Dr. Collip stipulated that all cases 
to be treated shall be thoroughly ex- 
amined to determine if they fall into 
the classification of disorders already 
shown to be amenable to the extract 
treatment. He also insists that if 
they do, the patients shall be treated 
in a hospital and under the most care- 
ful observation. 
| Warm tribute was paid Dr. Collip, 
_their former ‘associate in the perfec- 
tion of insulin, by Dr. F. G. Banting 
and Dr. C. H. Best, co-discoverers of 
| insulin, 

Owing to the natural limitations on 
‘the production of the extract and the 
fact that the application of the discov- 
ery is still in the early stages, Dr. 
Collip feels that the greatest care 
must be exercised in its use and 
experimentation by himself as well as 
others. 

Setting forth the achievements and 
possibilities of his extract thus far 
indicated, Dr. Collip said it had 
proved encouragingly valuable in ad- 
justing certain feminine disorders. 
Success had been obtained, he said, 
‘in a dominant majority of cases 
treated with restorations of normal 
functioning, gains in weight and van- 
ishing of nervous afflictions. 

Dr. Collip added that a few pre- 
liminary tests had been conducted in 
cases of disorderly menopause and 
toxaemias of pregnancy. HEnough suc- 
cess had been attained in these fields, 
he said, to warrant further experi- 
mentation. 

Discussing his early experiments 
with rats and mice, Dr. Collip paid 
tribute to numerous workers who had 
preceded him in the same field with 
varying success. He acknowledged 
particularly the work of Dr. Wesin- 
ger, of Edinburg university, who iso- 
lated an unpurified product similar 
in origin to Collip’s extract, and 
whose work suggested the direction of 
the McGill scientist’s researches,

Group of 20 Said To Have

City. 


WARSAW, Poland, March 1.—(?) 
The Polish press today published re- 
ports that a detachment of twenty 
soviet border guards, fully armed and 
headed by an officer, crossed the Pol- 
ish border during the night and re- 
ported at the Polish station in the 
town of Luniniec. 

The soldiers were said to have told 
the Polish authorities that they had 
contemplated deserting for some time. 
Bread shortage and orders tq proceed 
against peasants defending themselves 
against expropriation and collectiviza- 
tion of their land were stated to be 
the causes for dissatisfaction. 

Because of the steady crossing of 
the Polish border by soviet peasants, 
Warsaw newspapers have sent special 
correspondents to the frontier. The 

rrespondent of the Warsaw Morn- 
ing Express today reported that the 
number of refugees from Russia was 
growing hourly. He said the refugees 
were exhausted and many of them 
bore wounds inflicted by pursuing so- 
viet patrols.

which are destroying and burning en- 
tire villages.

One particularly spirited canvas 
depicts President Hoover in the guise 
of a delicatessen clerk engaged in 
weighing a bologna labelled “prohi- 
bition.” This work, in common with 
an good many artistic conceptions, has 
its subtlety. The point, eritics called 
upon to note, is that the scales are 
registering zero. 

Many of the independents are great 
crusaders and the one who struck 
the crushing blow at the noble ex- 
permient through the medium of a 
gravity-defying bologna has a more 
bitter confrere who shows Uncle Sam 
as the devil, engaged ‘in the sinister 
pastime of poisoning whisky. An 
added touch to this one is “Death” 
civing Uncle Sammy a friendly pat 
on the back. 

Another canvas—12 feet by 10 in 
size and the largest picture in the 
show—is devoted to blasting Police 
Commissioner Grover A. Whalen. It 
is the work of members of the John 
Reed Club and depicts mounted po- 
licemen, referred to by communists 
as “Whalen’s Cossaeks,” happily en- 
gaged in the pastime of beating Ameri- 
can ideals into the craniums of com- 
munists with their night sticks. A 
balloon issuing from the mouth of 
one of the victims carries a_ plain- 
tive protest: “Hey, I’m a_ business- 
man.” 

A more romantic theme is tackled 
by Stuyvesant Van Veen, aged 19. 
He exhibits a nude entitled, “Hilda 
Peeved.” The absence of  Hilda’s 
scanties led a near-sighted old lady 
to study her catalog and _ remark, 
“Hilda Peeled—how quaint!” 

Hilda attracted no little attention, 
especially since it was possible to 
make out what Hilda was.

Chemical Body’s 


Convention Here 


Chemistry's advance in the south 
will be a dominant theme at the 79th 
meeting of the American Chemical 
Society, which will be held in Atlanta 
April 7-11. 

More than 1,500 scientists from 
this and other countries, including 
delegations from the society's 70 local 
sections located in industrial centers 
throughout the country, will attend. 
Five. hundred papers and addresses 
outlining world progress in chemical 
science will be delivered by leading 
educators, industrialists and research 
workers from the laboratories of the 
universities and technical schools and 
the industries. 


General meetings will be held at 


the Biltmore hotel, where registration 
opens Monday, April 7, at 9 a. m. The 
opening event will be a session of the 
council on Monday afternoon, when 
plans to meet the expanding activities 
of the society, now with more than 
17,000 members, the largest profes- 
sional organization of its kind in the 
world, will be discussed. The president 
of the society, Professor William Mc- 
Pherson, of Ohio State University, 
will preside. 

The most pressing need of organized 
chemistry, according to Dr. Charles 
L. Parsons, of Washington, who will 
submit his annual report as secretary, 
is @n endowment of several millions of 
dollars to finance the society’s pub- 
lications. Dr. Parsons, one of Ameri- 
ca’s most widely known chemists, was 
raised in Hawkinsville, Ga.. where he

“Not only has Councilman York 
worked in harmony and conspired with 
Jack White to fatten his bank book 
that he might be able to take trips to 
his native land—the ‘old country’—| 
but single-handed he has demanded 
and received tribute from many on) 
his own account. Whether he shares | 
with Mr. White, as Mr. White shares | 
with him, is unimportant to this grand 
jury. We mention here just one 
simple process: 

“4 Jarge real estate holder, owning 
property on Hunter street which was 
affected by the erection of the Cen- 
tral avenue viaduct, had his own en- 
sineer to figure out the cost of read- 
justing his building.

“Not only has this grand jury re- 
turned indictments against Mr. Shoup 
for perjury, but an indictment for 
perjury has also been returned against 
Ben. J. Massell. This grand jury re- 
grets the necessity of having to re- 
turm indictments of perjury against 
citizens, but unless men are taught 
that they cannot trifle with the law 
—tbhat they must be honest and truth- 
ful when they appear before juries 
of any court—particularly a grand 
jury charged with the serious task of 
investigating a condition that has be- 
eome dangerous to our fair city— 
then no grand jury could ever expect 
to reach the facts concerning matters 
under investigation. 


“Mr. Massell together with his 
brother, Sam A. Massell, have been 
large builders in Atlanta. They have 
sought and secured from the city goy- 
ernment many legitimate favors, They 
have also made various requests for 
permits, for relief from taxes, and 
things of that kind, which have in 
many cases been granted. In the de 
velopment of some property in a sub- 
urb, a mile or more of sewer was 
built by the city for them, and the 
payment for this sewer is being made 
only when they sell off a lot, and it 
. charged then to the owner of the 
ot. 


“However, the Massell brothers have 
not welcomed, in every instance, ap- 
proaches made to them to ‘grease the 
palm’ of some of the officials for 


some of the favors being granted to 


them. While they have not refused 
in some instances to reward their 
councilmen friends, and while they 
still hold notes for ‘borrowed’ mon- 
ey from some councilmen, they have 
made very serious complaint to their 
friends and to citizens generally. It 
was testified. under oath, before this 


‘grand jury by several of the city's 


most reputable businessmen that Ben 
Massell had openly discussed this mat- 
ter, complained about it, and con- 
demned council members for such 
Yet when called before this 
grand jury Mr. Massel! not only de 
nied ever having paid a cent of 
cratuity, but solemnly swore that he 
had never made such a statement to 
anyone. If statements of that kind 
are to be gccepted by a grand jury, 
it can never proceed with any inves- 
tigation with any hope of arriving at 
the facts. In view of the sworn 
statements of several witnesses con- 
cerning Mr. Massell’s previous state- 
ments, there was nothing left for this 
grand jury to do but to return an in- 
dictmenut for perjury against -him.

‘This has been 
dene throuch ai system of ‘loans,’ 
which in reality were nothing more 
nor less than gifts Occasionally it 
has been sworn before this grand jury 
by witnesses interested in contract 
work, or with an application pending 
for some legitimate permit from the 
city, that straightout gifts of $50 to 
£100 or $500 were passed out to some | 
city councilman or alderman who was | 
in position to aid the witness, or 
whose influence and vote did aid in 
securing the things applied for. 

“One contractor who has performed 
a creat deal of work for the city dur- 
ing the past five or more years fre- 
counted in detail the many ‘loans’ he 
had made to city officials. He de- 
clared transactions have dated 
hack three or four years, or longer, 
aml no stiggestions have eyer been 
made by city officials to repay 
these ‘loans.’ Neither has he = ever 
made any attempt to collect them— 
in fact, has never expected them to 
be repaid. He teok no notes, he 
made no entries on his books, and | 
he sivly passed out the cash on some | 
atreet corner or In some drug store 
in practically every instance. 

“Other witnesses have told us, un- 
der oath, of similar ‘loans,’ but per- 
haps in some cases ‘notes’ were given 
which have been laid away so long 
that they were practically forgotten. 
The grand jury has in its possession ; 
these notes—papers which 
the holder bad no hesitancy in sur- 
rendering, knowing that they were 
never intended to be paid.

In all of the 
copies of bids so far examined by the 
grand jury it has been hard to deter- 
mine just the amount stated in the 
bid for this floor covering, but as a 
matter of fact linoleum was evyen- 
tually selected. a higher price paid for 
it than for Tile-Tex, the purchase be- 
ing made from Rich’s, Inc., and checks 
showing $1,500 from the National 
Constructior Company to Jack White, 
of the Southeastern Brokerage Com- 
pany, paid as commissions for ‘ser- 
vices rendered in connection with the 
purchase of linoleum.’
